2. On receipt of the reference a case was registered 
under No. IT/ 27 / 2003 and registered A / D notice was 
issued to the parties . In pursuance to the said notice 
the parties put in their appearance . The Workmen - Party 
I (for short, “Workmen " ) filed the statement of claim at 
Exb . 4. In the claim statement the workman have stated 
that the Employer -Party II (for short, " Employer" ) is a 
factory engaged in the manufacturing of telephone sets

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situated at Mapusa Industrial Estate , Goa . That 
originally this factory was owned by Economic 
Development Corporation of Goa and subsequently all 
its shares were purchased by Bharti Teletech Company, 
New Delhi. That the employer employs not less than 100 
workmen in its factory and all the workmen employed 
in this factory are the members of Goa 
Telecommunications and systems Ltd., Employees 
Association which is the registered trade union duly 
registered under Trade Union s Act. That this union has 
entered into various wage settlements with the employer 
seeking revision in their salaries and other service 
conditions. That the last wage settlement entered 
between the workmen and the employer expired on 30 
1-2001 and after the expiry of this settlement, the 
workmen placed fresh charter of demands seeking 
revision in the wages of its member workers and the 
said charter of demands have not been settled till date . 
It is the case of the workmen that the employer is 
engaged in the production oftelephones and every year 
the employer sets target for manufacturing different 
types of sets and this target has to be completed by 
March end of every year. That for the year ending March , 
2001, March , 2002 and March , 2003 the employer has 
completed the target which was set and has produced 
over 1 million telephones each year. That on 14-6-2002 
the employer issued a notice stating that there were no 
work orders and that there was accumulation of stock 
and that there was no likelihood of getting work for 
next 15 days and the employer declared a lay off to 53 
employees out of 61 employees . As per this notice 53 
employees were given lay off w.e.f., 17-6-2002 
to 30-6-2002 . 


decreased . That furthermore, the EPBT manufacturing 
business as a whole is also going through a tough phase 
with drastic reduction in prices and the business of the 
company is adversely affected by tough competition 
from Indian and Overseas manufacturers . That under 
such a scenario the company is forced to take adequate 
steps to remain competitive to ensure its survival and 
in this regard has taken many measures like reduction 
in cost ofmaterial, reduction in overheads, reduction in 
cost of manufacture etc. That the orders from BSNL / 
/MTNL are time bound and are required to be supplied 
before the stipulated date of delivery and any delay 
attracts heavy damages . That the frequency of work 
orders is uneven and the company is forced with a 
situation of uneven spread of orders leading to uneven 
spread of production . That sometimes the company has 
heavy production on the other hand it has lean periods 
due to this uneven orders . It was also contended that a 
tough competition compelled the company to reduce 
its prices for its survival and the period of lay off was 
one such lean period when the company had no orders 
nor did it foresee any orders forthcoming in the 
immediate future and under such circumstances the 
employer - company had no other option but to declare 
the lay off so that it could keep the costs under control 
and ensure its survival. That the lay off was only a 
measure to ensure the survival of the company and was 
in no way guided by any malafide intention . That it was 
employing less than 100 workmen during the last 4 
years . That the lay off declared by the employer was 
inaccordance with clause 21 of Certified Standing Orders 
and accordingly a lay off notice dated 14-6-2002 
informing all the 53 workmen was issued . That the office 
of the Labour Commissioner and Asst . Labour 
Commissioner, Mapusa , were given notice under Rule 
75A of the Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules 1957. The 
employer -company contended that the lay off is legal, 
justified and bonafide . The workmen filed rejoinder at 
Exb . 6 . 


That aggrieved with this decision of the employer 
the workmen raised an industrial dispute vide their 
letter dated 15-6-2002 demanding full wages for the lay 
off period . It is the case of the workmen that the lay off 
was given to pressurise the union not to pursue the 
charter of demands and to prevail upon its member/ 
/workmen to settle the charter of demands in favour of 
the employer. The workmen contended that the lay off 
is illegal, unjustified and malafided and demanded full 
wages for the lay off period . 


3. The employer filed written statement at Exb . 5. In 
the written statement the employer stated that it is 
one of the major suppliers of Electronic Push Button 
Telephones (EPBT) for Bharat Sanchar Nigam Limited 
(BSNL ) and Mahanagar Telephone Nigam Limited 
(MTNL ) which are the Corporations established under 
the Department of Telecommunications (DOT) , 
Government of India and that the entire product of the 
company is supplied to DOT and that the company is 
solely dependent on the orders of BSNL and MTNL and 
any adverse trend in the orders from BSNL or MTNL has 
direct effect on the business and operations of the 
employer- company . That subsequent to the privatisation 
of Telephone Services and introduction of cellular 
phones , WLL phones and CDMA handsets the demand 
for EPBT s from both BSNL and MTNL has considerably 


4. On the pleadings of the parties the issues were 
framed at Exb . 8 and thereafter the case was fixed for 
evidence of the workmen . The workmen examined his 
first witness on 23-9-2004 Exb . 12 and the case was 
adjourned for cross examination of the witness at the 
request of the employer. Subsequently , when the matter 
was fixed for cross examination of the workman s 
witness , the representative of the workmen Shri Subhas 
Naik George and Adv. Shri P. J. Kamat, appearing for the 
employer filed the application stating that the workmen 
named in the settlement at Exb . 13 have no claim of 
whatsoever nature against the company and all their 
demands raised by the association /union on their behalf 
pending in Industrial Tribunal cum Labour Court under 
reference No. IT / 27 /2003 are settled and prayed for no 
dispute award . 


5. On account of superannuation of the earlier 
Presiding Officer, this case was taken up before this 
Court by the order of appropriate Government dated 
22-2-2006 . Once again both the parties were issued 
notices . Shri Subhas Naik George appeared on behalf of 
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6. Since the workmen have stated that all their 
demands raised by the Association on their behalf 
including those pending in case No. IT / 27 /2003 stands 
settled , the dispute does not exist and consequently 
the reference does not survive in respect of the 42 
workmen who have signed the settlement dated 
16-5-2005 at Exb . 13 and the other 7 workmen who have 
signed the settlement dated 23-4-2003 at Exb . 14 
respectively whose names are mentioned at para 5 above . 
That both the parties have filed a proper application 
praying for no dispute award . In view of the same, no 
dispute exists and consequently the reference as far as 
these workmen named in both the settlements i.e., 
Exb . 13 and Exb . 14 respectively does not survive . 

In the circumstances, I pass the following order. 


ORDER 


It is hereby held that in view of the settlements 
dated 16-5-2005 and 23-4-2003 signed between the 
parties , the dispute does not exists in respect of the 
workmen named in the above referred settlements and 
hence the reference does not survive .
